The strike of the railway men in the Rhineland and a large 


I-ortion of the Ruhr has ended and a resumption of train service 
begun. In the Ruhr Wsiu, uhvi'c dttiki-i's l»avc i»ut returned to ttcir 
jobs, the French are operating trains. The tie-up at Mayence con- 
tinues because of a refusal by the French to release railway men 
under arrest on charges of sabotage. 


In the mines, however, the coal diggers are practically idle and 


Friday's output wan practically nil. 


The French customs cordon which was set up to block the trans- 


portation of coal and other reparation goods from occupied into un- 
occupied Germany is being maintained rigidly. 


In addition to coal and coke an embargo also has been placed by 


the French on benzol, tar and other coal by-product*. 


Along the canals and on the Rhine and in the portions of the Kuhr 


where the rail strike continues, the French have taken charge of the 
feeding of the civilian population and furnishing coal to industries. 


Announcement is made that the French in a few days will be 


able to transport coal into France. 


Major General Allen, the American unofficial observer, has with- 


drawn from the Rhineland high commission. 


No disturbances have been reported from any of the affected 


regions.
